OFFICERS AND EXECUTIVE: That, notwith-— 


standing the fact that the position .of 
Principal Rabbi has become vacant, we 
request a change of Clause 16 of the 
Shechita Board and demand a representa- 
tive on behalf. of the Rabbinate, in the 


-absence of a Principal Rabbi, to represent 


the Rabbinate of the Federation of Syna- 
gogzues on the Board of Shechita, 

“ That this request for Rabbinical 
representation must be resolved even. if 
it means withdrawing — the Federation 
representatives from ihe Shechita Board.” 


Separate Authority ? 


C hice 16 of the constitution. of the 
Shechita Board states : 


All religious matters with 
shechita shall be ander the control -of 


the Ecclesiastical Authorities, who are the - 


Chief Rabbi of the United Hebrew Con- 
gregations of the British Commonwealth 
of Nations and the London Beth Din 
acting under his authority, and the 
Haham or such other person as may for 
the time being constitute the Ecclesiastical 
Authority of the Spanish and Portuguese 
Jews of Great Britain.’ 

If the double-barrelled resolution 
before the General Council is‘ passed, 
it will mean in effect that the Federa- 
tion of Synagogues has given notice 
that it is likely to set up its own 
shechita authority. The duplication 
of function, and possible .waste, that 
such a move would entail, hardly 
needs tebe stressed, especially in the 
face of the iatesi series of outside 
attacks on shechita self, 

Whether this was one of the matters 
of disagreement between the Hon. 
Officers of the Federation. and the 
former Principal Rabbi (Rabbi Morris 


Swift) is a moot point, which may. 
elucidated at Tuesday's meeting. At 


any rate, a further item on the agenda 
(No. 5) is.“ Future of the Federation 
Rabbinate.”.

S. A. IMMIGRATION ACT 


Move to Eliminate Discrimination 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter _ 


A Bill to amend the restrictive 
McCarran-Waliter Immigration Act is 
to be introduced by Congressman 
Emanuel Celler in the next session of 
the United States Congress. 

- Congressman Celler, who is the 
Chairman of the House Judiciary 
Committee, outlined the objects of his 


- Bill to me in an interview, Its purpose, 


he said. was the elimination of the 


‘national origins theory of immigration 
based upon population blood strains 
as they existed in 1890, 


Preference had hitherto been given 

to persons who wished to migrate to 
the U.S.A. from Britain, breland, and 
Germany, while the quotas allowed 
for intending migrants from the Latin 
and Slay countries were proportion- 
ately very small. The Celler Biull 
sought to do away with this dis- 
crimination; and would benefit, among 
others, large numbers. of Jews from 
the East European countries. 
- In the last session of Congress, he 
said, the Refugee Act had been 
amended to allow the admission to 
the United States of 36,000 refugees 
from Hungary (among them some ten 
thousand Jews) and.

very tragic thing that in the world’s 


critical state, when religious guidance 
was needed more than anything else, 
dissension should have been stimu- 
lated, amd the question whether this 
was leadership should be asked. When 
one looked within the Jewish com- 
munity and saw the great need for 
all sections of Jewish religious life to 
co-operate jm strengthening the 
influence of Judaism, one must deeply 
deplore and regret that there should 


have been fhese attacks by one section 


upon the other, 

“They ought, indeed, to rejoice,” 
said Rabbi Edgar, “that Progressive 
Judaism has already saved many 
thousands of Jews for Judaisth, has 
strengthened the allegiance of 


innumerable Jews to Judaism, and - 


clearly has the potentiality to heip 
many more.” 
They would, unfortunately, have no

MOROCCO 
Jewish Agency Criticism

JERUSALEM 
A Jewish Agency spokesman. 
Sunday accused the Moroccan 


Government of trying to create a false 
impression about its “ liberal” atti- 
tude towards Jewish emigration to 
Israel. 


The spokesman strongly denied a 
report that 4,720 Jews had left 
Morocco during July, August, and 
September this year for Israel with 
valid passports. As far as the Jewish 
Agency could ascertain, the number of

‘UNEASE 
MOROCCO 


THE prompt denial issued by the 
Jewish Agency: in Jerusalem, and 
published ‘elsewhere in this issue, 
on the question of Jewish emigra- 
tion from. Morocco, again draws 
attention to a very unsatisfactory 
situation. Despite the official 
proclamation’ of the 
Government as to the equal rights 
of all citizens without distinction of 
race, colour, or religion—which 
includes the right of any person to 
change ts domicile-—the fact 
remains that large-scale emigration 


of Jews has been stopped. Now we 
even 


learn in. addition that 
individual Jews seeking permission 
to leave for Israel are being refused 
passports and not infrequently are 
subjected to police pressure of a 
most deplorable character. Last 
month’s arrest by. the Moroccan 


State Security officers of 230 
would-be Jewish emigiants to 
Israel speaks for _ itself, It 


-completely refutes the suave. official 
reassurances, 
is true the 
educated Sultan of 
Mohammed V, is a tolerant ruler. 
Moroccan Jews have not forgotten 
that during the Sinai campaign last 
year he appealed to Moslems to 
remain neutral and maintain 
peace. The Crown Prince visited 
the main synagogue of Casablanca 
last Yom Kippur, bringing with 
him the Government's good wishes 
for the Jewish community. And 
there have been several — other 
manifestations of friendship towards 
Jewish citizens. since Morocco 
became an independent State nearly 
two years ago. In fact, there is 4 
‘Jew in the new Cabinet—namely, 
Dr. Leon Benzaquen, the Minister 
for Posts and. Telegraphs. In 
spite of this, however, the position 
of some 180,000 Jews in the country 
is precarious, not only on account 
of the long-standing factor of 
extreme poverty but also, and partly 
arising from it, because of the new 
pressure being applied to those 
who either find it no longer 
possible to earn a livelihood locally, 
or for other reasons want to leave 
Morocco. There are reports that 
Moroccan police actually visit 
Jewish homes in order to dissuade 
people who are applying for permits 
to emigrate,

Not all the facts of the situation 


have, as yet, been allowed to reach 
Jewish communities abroad. But it 
is significant that even the official 
Moroccan press has joined in the 
anti-Jewish propaganda fostered by 
Arab nationalists. Commenting on 


last month’s arrest of 230 Jews. the | 


official Ex ALAM described Israel 
as being a “country which was 
criminally from our.

Arab brothets” and founded “ on 
force, plunder, and destruction ”— 
‘phraseology clearly taken from the 
hostile anti-Jewish press in. Cairo 
and Damascus, and which must 
have sounded most ominous to its 
Jewish readers. A . Moroccan 
official mission is now reported to 
be planning a visit to America to 
seek economic aid there. The 
Moroccan Government, if it wishes 
for sympathy in a free country, 
could do no better than see to it 
that any such appeal for aid abroad 
is preceded by the lifting of restric- 
tions at home on the civil rights 
of its citizens who might, happen 
to want to leave. 


C.B.F. CHANGES 


CHANGES are announced, in a 
report on another page of this 
issue, in the leadership of the 
Central British Fund for Jewish 
refugees. There will be widespread 


regret that continued ill-health has - 


caused the resignation from the 
chairmanship of Mr, Anthony de 
Rothschild, who has served so faith- 
fully in that office for 18 years. The 
Acting Chairman, too, Mr. Leonard 
Montefiore, 
benefactor of the community, has 
asked to be relieved at least of his 
office. To succeed Mr. de Roth- 
schild, therefore, Mr. H. O. Joseph 
has been elected Chairman, and-it 
is a worthy choice. Mr. Joseph has 
for many years, in an. unassuming 
but forthright way, been a pillar 
of strength, particularly in work 


connected with the succour of refu- - 


gees, and his invaluable service as 
the Claims Conference is the most 
recent manifestation of it. He will 
have, as 
Edmund de Rothschild, who thus 
maintains the family connection

the Jewish Lads’ Brigade is one of 


the oldest of all the community's 
organisations for promoting the 
welfare. of youth. Its splendid 
object still remains the same: “To 
train its members loyalty, 
honour, discipline, and self-respect, 


’ that they shall become worthy and 


useful citizens, and a credit to their 
country and community.” For 
more than sixty years it has finely 
fulfilled this task, and its work is 
no less necessary today than ever 
jt was in the past. 
physical and material conditions of 


the average Jewish youngster have. 


now improved out of all recogni- 
tion since Victorian times, the need 
for giving him the right character 


training has in no way diminished”

This book affords the reader all the 
thrill of an exciting novel and vividly 
illustrates the adage that truth may be. 
stranger than fiction. The ongins of 
medicine must, to a great extent, be 
sought in the mysteries of magic; but 
its modern dev elopments are based on 
meticulous ‘scientific research. The 
ancient Hippocratic oath which was 
admnistéred to every practitioner 
adjured him not to divulge to the lay- 
man. any of the doctrines of his: art. 
Today the educated’ public demands 
to. be taken into the confidence of the 
profession and to be provided. with 
accredited information. concerning the 
trends. of modern. medicines 

Medical authortlies have accepted 
this position, and the public may learn 
much from popular publications, and 
listen , to. wireless talks on. many 
medical topics. The Jewish public has 
inherited. a special intetest in’ medical 
subjects, because Jewish law and life 
have sO Many associations with health 
and hygiene. The book under review 
deals mainly. with surgery. a spectality 


in Which Jews ‘have: figured. less 
prominently. than in. some... other 
branches of medicine. But- modern 


advances in surgery based on 
physiology and. pathology, and it is 
hardly necessary. to.. emphasise the 
considerable part played by: Jews in 
the development of these subjects. 


Life-Saving Discoveries 


The .Century of the Surgeon ” 
terminates with the end of the nine- 
teenth century. The discoveries of 
anwsthesia and antisepsis during that 


century rendered possible life-saving 
achievements “it surgery which “had 


hitherlo been impossible. The author 
has. adopted a method of narration 
which constitutes..a serres. of word- 
pictures of the events described, and he 
illuminates the personal emotions which 
were “actiaring The “discoverer. white 
intent upon their investigations. The 
antagonism towards the ptoneers of 
anzsthesia is quite imeredible today, 
The Church objected to its use. in 
childbirth and quoted the  Bibhcal 
phrase. “In sorrow shalt thou. bring 
forth children.” One of the advocates 
of anesthesia retarted with the quota- 
tion, that the Almighty “caused a 
deep sleep to fali upon Adam and he 
slept. and took one of his ribs and 
closed up the flesh instead thereof.” 
The chapter on Cesarean section 
traces the history of the operation as 
a post-mortem procedure, until reach- 
ing its present status of practical 
freedom from risk. The author duly 
notes the. Talmud among the ancient 
writings which refer to this operation. 
Cesarean section has commanded the 
interest of rabbinical authorities from 
various ritual and legal aspects.

Sin,~—The community has read with 
much interest and satisfaction the fact

Jewish Hospital : it is perhaps some- 
what surprising that the hospital was 
not equipped with a synagogue right 
from the start, but in all likelihood 
reasons for this 


it if now put: right, 


[suggest that there is another omis- 


sion from the hospital's installations, 
namely a private. ward for paying 
patients. There are at all times quite 
a considerable number of people who 
need hospital or clinical treatment, 
who are anxious to have their privacy 
and able to pay ‘for it. Kt is not. 
always mere snobbery that. drives ill 


persons to yearf for this privacy, and 


in many of the hospitals there are 
“amenity. wards” for this reason. 
But in the general hospitals kosher 
food is quite impossible, and. this 
presents a tremendous problem to the 
sick: person.;. there is also. the ques- 
tion of a Jewish environment when 
an extreme emergency arises, adding 
to. the heart-sore of both 
the patient and his family. — 

I have heard from. some of the 
persons actively engaged in the noble 
work of the London Jewish Hospital 
that it may safely be assumed that 
the National Health authorities would 
be quiie willing to see a paying ward 
established. at the hospital, provided 
that the building costs were borne by 
the community or. by generous donors 
(the running costs are naturally borne 
by the Health Service). It is, there- 
fore. only 
for the building work, ‘the space is 
avuilable,. and surely £20,000 is not 


too much for the community to pro- 


vide for so important an object.

The recent paintings of France, 
Spain, and Italy, by Hanna Weil, 
which are at the Jeffress Gallery till 
November 29, show a vast improve- 
ment upon her exhibition at the same_ 
gallery two years ago.

JOSEPH KARO AND HIS _ 
| MAGGID 
Dr. Werblowsky’s Lecture 
By a Jewish CHRONICLE Reporter 


The most remarkable thing about 
Joseph Karo was. that, unlike. other 
Jews who were both Talmudists and 
-Cabbalists, these two. aspects of 
Jewish life were not united in him. 
They were inspired by ‘each other, but 
there was never any trace of mystical 
consideration’ or .Cabbalistic idea 
influencing his halachic decisions, This 
was said by Dr. Zvi Werblowsky, Lec- 
turer tm Comparative. Religion at. the 
Hebrew University. in the course of a 
lecture on “Joseph. Karo his 
Mageid,” to thé Society. for .Jewish 
Siudy, at the Montefiore Hall (Lauder-

Dealing analytically: with the mag- 
gidic..visHalions.. Lo. 
blowsky said that the whole of this 
maggidic aspect of Karo had nothing 
to do with his réle and function in 
Jewish historical. consciousness. 
While there were disputes as to 
whether Karo had actually writien the 
book “ Maggid Mesharun,” there was 
solid contemporary evidence as far as 
Karo’s Maggnl was concerned.

New Polish Resulations

New passport and foreign currency 


regulations, which are bound to bring 
Jewish 
virtually to a standstill, 
announced by the Polish Ministry of 
Finance,

Addressing a press conference in 
Kotlicki, the 
Director-General of the Ministry, said 
that. all persons intending to. travel 


abroad would have to obtain from the 
Polish National Bank permission to 


purchase tickets. The Bank would 
decide whether the necessary foreign 
currency should be granted. Exempt 
from this restrictive measure are 
persons travelling on official business 
and those intending to visit one of the 
Soviet countries. | 

People invited to visit their relatives 
abroad would have to produce docu- 
ments certifying that their fare had 
been paid in foreign currency. Those 
already in possession of sufficient 
foreign funds would have to sign a 
declaration that they. obtained the 
“Jegally.” 
The number of people who would 


be granted permission to emigrate 
from Poland would be strictly limited, 


said Mr, Kotlicki, and the scope of the 


restriction would be governed by 

‘foreign currency quotas.’ 

It will be recalled that Jews emigrat- 
ing to Israel. were able to purchase 
ship, ‘plane, and railway tickets by 
paying in zlotys. 

Although it has been known for 
some time that the pace of Jewish 
emigration from Poland was slacken- 
ing. probably due to restrictive 
practices having been introduced 
before they were officially. announced, 
the new regulations will make it very 
difficult for all those who intended to 


emigrate to Israel to depart. 


People who arrived in Israel 
recently said that open anti-Jewish. 
propaganda was being conducted by 
Polish antisemites who, in view of a 
certain liberalisation of the régime, 


feel free to express their convictions. 


Particularly affected are Jewish 
children in schools, where benches 
occupied by them are inscribed with 
slogans like “Jew leave Poland!” 
Children are being boycotted by their 


fellow-pupils once it becomes known’ 


that they are of Jewish origin.
